LACK OF FUNDS 
THREATENS TO 
CLOSE SCHOOLS 


“TInless the legislature takes action 
at its next session to increase taxes 
for Illinois there will not be funds 
enough in Chicago to run the high 
schoois and the kindergartens and they 
will have to be abolished,” said C. C. 
Dodge, principal of the Hibbard school, 
at the meeting of the Chicago Princi- 
pals’.club yesterday. - 
Mr. Dodge was answering a question 
raised by A. L. Stevenson, who had 
asked why cadet teachers did not re- 
ceive any pay. 

“The reason there cannot be any 
pay for these girls is plain,” said Mr. 
Dodge. “I went to Springfield at the 
time of the last legislature and told 
the men there just what the condi- 
tion is. 

“The schools throughout the state 
have been overspending their incomes. 
Chicago is so far behind that in two 
years there won't be money to more 
than run the grammar schools. I 
was told at that time that Gov. Low- 
den had promised the people of Chicago 
that the taxes should not be raised. 
“When I protested that the schools 
could not run without money, they 
offered to give us the right of issuing 
tax anticipation warrants up to 75 
per cent of the next year’s taxes. The 
schools are now living on such tax 
anticipation warrants, and every year

Three Ways to Save, 
The three ways suggested are as fol- 


lows: 

1. All clubs and individuals through- 
out United States offering prizes 
for petition between professionals 
should make the prizes payable in war 
stamps, either to the full amount or to 
the amount of 60 per cent of the prizes, 
the balance payable in cash. In cases 
where the competing professionals 
have substantial traveling expenses 
which are not otherwise provided for, 
it may be advisable to make half of 
each prize payable in cash. 

2. All golf clubs at which caddies 
are paid through the club should make . 
it their rule.to pay the caddies in thrift 
or war savings stamps to the extent of 
say 60 per cent of their ngs. This 
will be for the benefit of the caddies 
as well as the government.

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COAL SITUATION 
AGAIN LOOMS AS 
UTILITY MENACE 


Car Shortage Forces 
Miners to Seek. 
Other Work. 


The coal situation again threatens to 
menace utilities. The experience of the 
Eastern Utilities Cohkl company, a 
subsidiary of the Eastern Power and 
Light corporation, is illustrative. 

In rouhd figures the monthly output 
thus far for 1918, as compared with 
the same period of 1917, showed but 
60 per cent of the output of 1917 has 
been realized in 1918, while the output 
to capacity of the mines for the first 
three months of 1918 is less than 35 
per cent. The result is primarily due 
to car shortage, as cars supplied to 
the mines during this period of three 
months was 224, against an allotment 
of 696. The effect of car shortage on 
labor will be felt when car supply 
reaches 60 per cent of the allotment. 

Due to the long continued car short- 
age, which now covers a period of 
over a year, the miners who are paid 
on the basis of coal mined (and shipped) 
have been obliged to seek other fields 
of employment where work is more 
steady. i 

‘This gradual reduction in labor avail- 
able at the mines has now reached a 
point when car supply passes 60 per 
cent of the allotment, the problem 
becomes one-.of labor as well as car 
supply. This labor will not voluntarily 
increasé unless the miners are con- 
vinced that an improvement in car 
supply can be maintained. 


Colorado Power Company. 

The Colbrado Power company, owing 
to the fact that it generates over 90 
per cent of its energy by water power, 
has been able to reflect into net earn- 
ings of 1917 an unusually large pro- 
portion of its increase in igus The 
company’s annual report for 1917 
shows in comparison with 1916 gross 
operating revenue increased 16 per 
‘cent to $1,183,750; net operating reve- 
nue increased 20 per cent to $676,301; 
total corporate revenue increased 18 
per cent to $708,585. ‘ )

Liberty Bonds After the War. 

As soon as holders of pre 
of Liberty bonds begin converting them 
into 4%s there will be six varieties on 
the market: Three and one-half re 
deémable on og after June 15, 1932, 3% 
converted into 4s, the same bonds con- 
verted into 41gq and still having the same 
maturity, 48 redeemable on OF after 
Nov. 15, 1927, converted into 4%s and 
still having the same maturity, and last 
the new 4%s payable Sept. 15, 1928. 

All but the latest issue are redeemable 
on a certain date, but not necessarily 
payable till some years later. In figuring 
on these bonds the earliest redemption 
date should be taken, because if on that 
date the bond is at a premium the gov- 
ernment can save interest by putting 
out a new loan at a lower rate and re- 
tiring the old one. 

The general impression is that soon 
after the close of the war Liberty bonds 
should sell near a.3% per cent basis. 
Suppose that two years from now the 
war is over and the bonds are quoted 
at prices to yield about 3% per cent. 
The rew 4%s would sell at 105.40, the 
converted 4s at 104.90, the 34s converted 
into 4%s at 107.30. Unconverted 3%, 
if selling on the same basis, evidently 
would be at par, bat probably they would 
sell higher because of exemption from 
supertaxes. 

In case the bonds are on a 3% or 3 
per cent income basis, the price quota- 
tions would be from two to ‘five points 
higher, but would have the same relative 
positions. .

The Story of a Young Man's 
Remarkable Rise, as Told by Himsel f 


HREE years ago I was earning 
$30 per week. With a wife and 
two children to support, it was 

a constant struggle to make both ends 
meet. .We saved very little, and that 
only by sacrificing things we really 
needed. Today my earnings average 
athousand dollars weekly. I own two 
automobiles. My children go to pri- 
vate schools. I have just purchased, 
for cash, a $25,000 home. I go hunt- 
ing, fishing, motoring, traveling when- 
ever I care to, and I do less work than 
ever before. : 
What I have done anyone can do— 
for I am only an average man. I have 
never gonéto college ; my education is 
limited, and I am not “ brilliant ” by 
any means. I personally know at 
least a hundred men who are better 
business men than I, who are better 
educated, who are better informed on 
hundreds of subjects, and who have 
much better ideas than I ever had. 
Yet not one of them approaches my 
earnings. I mention this merely to 
show that earning capacity is not gov- 
erned by the extent of a man’s educa- 
tion and to convince my readers that 
there is only one reason for my suc- 
cess—a reason I will give herein. 


One day, a few years ago, I began 
to “ take stock” of myself.

OHN LIGHT shot Stirling H. Coynn, 

without apparent cause and without 

apparent warning, on the main street 
of the southwestern town of Las Juntas, 
and shot him very dead. The slayer was 
immediately arrested on his own motion, 
since he surrendered himself to the sheriff.

Elizabeth Robins Pennell on sated 
making: 

“Of every woman worthy of the 
name it is the duty to master the se- 
cret of the perfect salad, and to pre 
pare it for her own and man’s greater 
comfort and joy in this life, and—who 
knows?—salvation in the next.

Dressing a Salad.

The bow! has 
been rubbed with garlic. It is quite 
small on the inside at the bottom. First 
he adds a little oil and then with the 
fork and spoon he tosses the leaves— 
first thoroughly dry—until every one 
is well coated, then he adds a little 
vinegar and continues the tossing or 
“fatiguing.” 

The wooden fork and spoon are cor- 
rect. As everybody knows, these may 
stand in the bowl without harm so 
that you may have a second helping, 
but silver may get greén and unwhole- 
some spots under some circumstances.

_A French description of lettuce be- 
gins thus: Lettuce may be consid- 
ered.the queen of salads. There are 
& great number of species of which 
the principal are head lettuce, curly 
lettuce, and romaine. It is a soothing, 

ing, and even narcotic vegeta- 
ble. Romaine ia, as its name indicates, 
of Italian origin. They. say it was 
brought from Rome by Rabelais, who 
thus endowed his country. 

If the market provided it every man, 
woman, and child could well eat a 
head of. romaine or cos lettuce a day, 
ang know that it would be better than 
the apple a day, or the onion a day, 
which keeps the doctor away. We are 
able to get it irregularly for about one- 
quarter of the year, although it has 
become standard in the market. Any- 
body could probably learn to eat the 
inner leaves of this lettuce just as they 
eat an apple. It is one of the most 
palatable ways of getting plain “ water 
soluble B,” that indispensable of health. 

Elizabeth Robins Pennell, that 
charming writer on eating, speaks of 
romaine as one of the things given 
those who eat in France from waich 
“long survive tender memories.” One 
seed catalogue says: “Considered by 
many to be the highest type of lettuce, 
has distinct upright habit, sweet and 
crisp.” other describes it thus: 
“The cos lettuce differs entirely in 
shape from the other varieties, the 
head being enlongated or of conical 
form.” Another. says: “ The varieties 
of this class are quite distinct from the 
soft leaf lettuce. The leaves are long 
and firm in texture, producing a loaf 


shaped head, the inner leaves bianch- 


ing thoroughly. The quality is excel- 
lent, the leaves remaining crisp and 
fresh.” 

This cannot mean that the inner 
leaves become quite white, but only 
a tender light green, leaves which keep 
well inside the heavy outer ones. If 
too coarse the outer leaves may be 
cooked and they make an .excellent 
garnish for Sah. |

EATING THE GREEN THINGS. 


1OR twenty centuries at least 
peasant and poet, priest and king 
and the epicures, or at least the 
big eaters which surrounded the 
latter, have eaten the greens of the gar- 
den or the field without codking them, 
and have named the dish salad. The 
peasant often had the chance of having 
the better salad, because he could pick 
his green and prepare it briefly with- 
out the ceremony of service or table 
refinements. 


Maybe Nebuchadnezzar did not have | 


so hard a time when he had to “eat 
grass like the ox.” To bring him ab- 
solutely up to daté, we do not need to 
feel any commiseration for him, for 
he certainly got that unknown element 
so highly essential to health—” water 
soluble B.” Perhaps he had along 
the scriptural “cruse” of oil; just a 
glante at the long history of the olive 
gives credence to the belief that .he 
could easily have had that vessel full 
of virgin oil. There was even a Mount 
of Olives in his land. And as to the 
olive tree the following quotation from 
the old Encyclopedia Britannica is not 
uninteresting: 


'* “he frequent reference in the Bible 


to the plant and its produce, its implied 
abundance in the land of Canaan, the 
important place it ‘has always held 
in the economy of the inhabitants of 
Byria, lead us to consider}that country 
the birthplace of the cultivated olive.

Since salt is not a food and is an 
element which keeps our delicate tis- 
sues on the defensive, instead of lead-

Tomato Best Without Dressing. 


‘ There are no end of ways of serving 
tomato with dressings, but those wh» 
can eat a perfect tomato plain are be- 
having with eminent correctness, as 
far as getting the best service from it 
is concerned. 

The cabbage is another green that in 
its raw state is an almost invaluable 
daily tonic or diet rectifier. At pres- 
ent we are not quite ready to eat this 
without some dressing, because it is so 
enormously enhanced by the right 
dressing, but it would not take much 
refinement of treatment to take away 
its crudities when not finely d@ 

Raw carrot is coming to be used more 
and more in salads with dressings, and 
once the habft was formed the eating 
ht be enjoyed. At any 
rate, the children of Holland long ago 
got raw carrot for luncheon, and it 
probably helped to rectify the results 


of the dreadful breakfast given to some .- 


ehildren in that country. 

Of the cooked vegetabies beets stand 
first as a salad material. Small and 
young, and served in slices, or grated 
or molded and served on a lettuce leaf 
with French dressing, they may be in- 
describably good, but they are fas- 


tidious, and coarse treatment lessens . 
their attractiveness to about zero. 


Indescribable mixtures of nuts, fruits, 
and vegetables with perhaps either mayon 
meat or fish, are correctly called mys- 
tery salads, and might more correctly 


be called unholy mysteries. When 
these are ground through the meat 
grinder a leading flavor is that of 
knife. The flavor of knife in any salad, 
no matter how prepared, seals its doom 
as anything the least desirable. The 
knife absorbs the sap of salad greens, 
and this sap plus steel, makes a horrid 
combination. 

There are only a few fruits that have 
improperly come into use as salad in- 
gredients. They are not so used in 
countries where the word salad is in- 
terchangeable with any member of the 
lettuce family. Strawberries and bacon 
are obviously an absurd combination, 
yet this is made, and some worse. 
Nuts in a salad are really too heavy 
unless the salad makes practically the 
whole meal. 

: = * 
French Dressing with Garlic. 

It takes an expert to tell instantly 
whether a bowl in which French dress- 
ing is whipped has been rubbed with 
garlic, or rather the expert notices In- 
stantly if it has not been, because 
there is a certain crudeness in the 
most refined oil that needs just this 
much of blending with something of 
positive flavor to perfect a dressing. 
The banishment of the garlic rub, or a 
little onion juice, more often means 
salad failure than most people imag- 
ine. 

Peel a alove of garlic, then cut off 
the end and rub the bowl well with 
it. Add salt sparingly, for dressings 
are almost as often spoiled by too 
much salt as by too much vinegar, a 
plain lettuce salad in particular, and 
then some paprika or a little fresh 
ground white pepper. To this add oil 
and vinegar in the proportion of three 
or four of oil to one of the best vine- 
gar. A poor vinegar makes the best 
oil seem rancid. With a silver fork 
give this mixture a few quick strokes 
and it should become as thick as 
cream. 

If you want the vinegar and oil to 
hold together and not separate so that 
the dressing must be rewhipped with 
each serving, if these are minutes 
apart, add a little cream before you 
whip it. This will soften the flavor 
and give a white dressing if you add 
tmuch and most people will like it.

custard. 

Great emphasis has been placed on 
having utensils, oll, and egg cold. This 
18 not so prime an essential as it 
seems, but is the easiest way to secure 
that prime essential, that the ingre- 
dients have all the same temperature. 

If a mayonnaise ‘s not thick to stiff- 
ness by the time three tablespoons of 
oil have been added to it, one might 
‘as well begin over again. On the 
other hand, you may get your mixture 
of egg yolk and oil so stiff after you 
have used but one tablespoon of oll 
that you may find it difficult to go on, 
even though you thin it with drops of 
vinegar. 

We start with our egg yolk beaten 
up with salt and other dry seasonings.

The selection of proper varieties to 
suit our climatic conditions is even 
more important than proper pruning 
for the production of flowers.

The magnificent Kil- 
larney hybrid teas are so susceptible 
to mildew as to render them too trou- 
blesome. In the following lists the va- 
rieties follow the order of personal 
preference. Each has its particular 
uses, and the rose garden should really 
strive to have them all. 


_Big and Showy Early Roses. 
The hybrid perpetuals average the 
largest and showiest of the roses, a few 
of them blooming freely early in the 
Season in this vicinity, and repeating 
occasionally later on. The only varie 
ties to be recommended are Frau Kari 
Druschki, Mrs. John Lang, Ulrich

CARE OF HOUSE PLANTS. 
F mailing flowers from your garden,

EW YORK.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.J—In the last flare 
of the theatrical season, which 
usually follows the Haster vaca- 

tion, there were several interesting 
new plays produced tn New York last 
week—a drama by Charles Rann Ken- 
nedy, he of “The Servant in the 
House”; a new play by Eugene Walter, 
who wrote “The Easiest Way” and 
“ Paid in Full”; a new musical comedy 
by Dorothy Donnelly, with the popular 
Clifton Crawford as the star; and a re- 
vival of “Hedda Gabler,” with Alla 
Nazimova. 
But the most tnteresting of the lot 
to me was a musical farce written by 
three buck privates of the Twenty- 
seventh division, U. S. A., and named 
for Ring Lardner’s famous bush league 
correspondent, “You Know Me, Al!” 
though bearing no further relation *to 
that interesting young corporal. 
Ninety-five of the boys belonging to 
this New York division of the volun- 
teer army brought the play up from 
Spartanburg to help them in a local 
recruiting campaign, and they played 
it at the Lexington theater for ten 
days. They gave up their own fur 
lough time to the job, and covered 
themselves with more glory than the 
most talented of the college dramatic 
societies usually collect hereabouts. 

“You Know Me, Al!” in form was 

much like the familiar college enter-

ters. A portrait of George Rogers 
Clark is of special note. He is Illinois’ 
only revolutionary hero. He it was 
who won Kaskaskia from the British 
on July 4, 1778, and made Illinois 
American. Before that date the state 
had been part of the British domain, 
given to George III. by the treaty of 
Paris. , 

The portraits of the first governor of 
Illinois and his wide, Shadrach and 
Achsah «Bond, are interesting. The 
governor is in his military regalia, and 
his lady, stiff and prim, is in frilled 
cap and gray gown set off by a sheer 
white kerchief.

PUSH FOR UNIVERSAL TRAINING. 
The af@vocates of universal military training, we 
ase gind to report, have not given up the fight 
f congress for an adoption of this essential princi 
pie of national defense. Representative Madden 
will try to attach an amendment on the lines of 
the New amendment as a rider to the appropria 
tien bil. Representative Kabn has a bill for 
which he will ask the consideration of the house 
military affairs committee. Senators Chamberlain, 
New, and Wadsworth are preparing a bill provid 
The defeat of the New améndment to the draft 
measure was by no means conclusive. We are in 
agreement with the observation of the Army and 
Navy Journal, which points out that the advo 
= cates of unfversal service in the debate seemed 
= not well prepared to defend it except upon the 
= general soundness of ft» principles. They could 
| not answer questions put to them on such points, 
[as for example, as the cost. . When erroneous state 
| ments were made in opposition they were not cor- 
rected. The question as to cost has been answered 
by the general staff, which just prior to our 
entrance into the war made a study of thts sub- 
ject and a most valuable report. The advocates 
= of universal training in both the sena‘s and house 
) ought to study this report. It should be made the 
basis for the measure now being drawn by Senator | 
Chamberlain and associates. 


One of the objections urged was that universal 
training would draw upon the man power necessary 
in agriculture and industry. Senator Gronna made 
the astonishing assertion that “a large percentage 
of‘the young men on the farms have been drafted 
and many have been taken away.” No one seems 
to have corrected this. There has been complaint 
of a shortage of farm labor, but this complaint, 
so far as it touched the draft, is not sustained by. 
the figures, which show that only about 100,000 
men from the fatms were actually in camp, and 
only about 200,000 drawn. The fact is that at the 
present time there is no serious shortage of agri- 
cultural labor owing to draft requirements, and 
that under the new. exemption regulations further 
danger will be avoided. The factor of economic 
competition and the attraction of town life seem 
to have reduced the agricultural labor supply to 
the danger point, but military service will not be 
allowed, we are sure, to aggravate the danger. 
As applied to military training, the objection 
has no weight. In the first place, agricultural 
needs are largely seasonal, and jf is easier to ar- 
range for training of farm boys the years be 
_ tween 19 anf 21, so as not to interfere with thefr 
‘civilian responsibilities, than any other class. In 
the second place, the military, training given will 
add to the efficiency of every boy who receives it. 
That fact should be clearly brought out in the next 
debate. Military training and discipline for six 
‘months or more will raise standards of health, 
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stantially to the civil as well amto the military 
strength of the nation. The case military train- 
tng is stronger in this phase than ever before, for 
there is before congress, if it will-turn to it, the 
_. actual demonstration of our claims at the army 
cantonments. We have no longer to rely upon 
arguments based on reason or upon the expérience 
of other countries. We have proved them at home. 
_ Whe force of reason and experience which sup- 
ports unfversal military training is very powerful, 
atid it should be concentrated in the next debate. 
‘There should be brains and debating skill enough 
in the two houses of congress to make this force 
effective. The Army and Navy Journal believes 
that if the advocates of training in the senate had 
been properly prepared they would have won. We 
are inclined to agree. There is a deplorable want 
of feadership. Able men in both houses are not 
functioning as they should. The war seems to have 
_ stumned or bewildered them. The fight for uni- 
versal training is important enough to evoke vigor-

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[ UNIVERSAL MILITARY. TRAINING 


BY HENRY LITCHFIELD WEST. 
{Executive Secretary of the National Security League.) 
means everything or nothifig. The 

word is but an empty sound to the fur clad 

Eskimo or the jungle creature in darkest 

Africa. To us, who enjoy life, Mberty, and the 
pursuit of happiness under the American flag, it 
means everything in the peaceful and orderly conduct 
of our business, the safety from intrusion of our 
homes, the right to worship God according to the 
dictates of our own consciences. The value of our 
citizenship depends ‘largely, however, upon the 
strength and solidity of our nation. The government 
which gives us citizenship worthy of the name must 
be able to guarantee us all the privileges and honors 
which they word implies. In days of old, when Paul 


trail, the centurion eaid to the captain, “ Take heed 
what thou doest, for this man is a Roman.” Today 
when nearly all the world is fn a riot of war, it is 
tmportant, wherever a citizen of the Wnited States 
may be, whether on land or on sea, that the hand up- 
lifted to do him injury shall be stayed by the warning 
voice, “ Take heed what thou doest, for this man is 
an American.” 
We cannot, however, hope to secure respect unless 
we can command respect. It is unfortunate, but none 
the less true, that the possession or exercjse of the 
highest mental and moral attributes does not Insure 
safety. No nation, no matter how carefully it may ob- 
serve the Golden Rule, can rely upon its own good 
conduct as a positive insurance for peace. The pres- 
ent war demonstrates that fact. To follow the argu- 
ments of pactfists to their logical conclusion would be 
to disband our police force on the theory that crimes 
would no more be committed and fail to provide for 
a fire department because fires could never again oc- 
cur. ‘Common sense revolts against such an ab- 
surdity. The fact is, however, that we have not car- 
ried into our national life the ordinary precaution 
of daily existence. We have apparently forgotten the 
ol4 axiom that self-preservation is the first law of 
nature. We .have allowed indifference to take the 
place of adequate preparedness and supreme self- 
satisfaction to blind our judgment to the necessity for 
defense. We have been hiding our heads in the sand. 
* ’ 
HEN guch an alternative is presented, as it 
will be in some future period, thotgh it may 
be long after the present war has ended, we 
must be prepared to defend our lives and our 
liberties. Weé cannot be insured from attack by our 
| geographical position, our wealth, or our numbers. 
These are our weaknesses, not our strength. We have 
over 21,000 miles of exposed coast line, and the time 
has passed when we can regard either the Atlantic or 
the Pacific as a pro on. The ocean is no longer a 
barrier but a highway. Our wealth will excite envy. 
We are rich beyond the dreams of avarice, and God 
help us if we should prove as weak as we are rich. 
If we are not to become as helpless as China and 
if we expect future generations to enjoy the blessings 
and privileges which our forefathers bequeathed to 
us, we must be prepared to defend them at all times 
and under al! circumstances. How is this defense to 
be provided? Only through universal compulsory mil- 
itary training and service. This assertion rests upon 
a logical and incontrovertible foundation, as follows: 
First—That the United States will never possess a 
navy sufficiently large to control and defend its exten- 
sive coastlines. 
Second—That American tradition and sentiment will 
prevent the creation and support of a permanent 
regular army large enough to combat successfully the 
enemy forces which could be landed upon our shores. 
Granting that these two things are true, the defense 
of our country must inevitably depend upon an ade- 
quate force of citizen soldiery pursuing peaceful voca- 
tions under normal conditions, but thoroughly trained 
and equipped to meet immediately an emergency of 
threatened danger. : ' 
eS eS * ; 
N a democracy like ours all laws are the concrete 
expression of the will of the people. Affirmative 
judgment is possible only when popular sentiment 
approves. It is therefore important, even though 
the necessity for universal military training is real- 
ized today more than ever before, that the American 
people should be made fully acquainted with the un- 
answerable argument in favor of the enactment of 
a@ permanent universal-military training law. There 
is @ vital issue now before this country—the question 
whether we shall have a people’s army to defend the 
people. The question must be decided in the affirma- 
tive. No one doubts the patriotism and the capability 
of our young men. The events of the last year, how- 
ever, prove that loyal and capable men cannot be in- 
stantly converted into effective soldiers, There is a 
vast and a fatal difference between willingness and 
readiness. 
Such a system of universal training will do some- 
thing thore for us as a nation, however, than guar- 
antee us protection for our lives, our homes, and our 
liberties. It offers, in addition, manifold and striking 
advantages which will hasten the day of its accept- 
ance. Several of these advantages are celf-apparent. 
The first is the fraternity and democracy of shoulder 
to shoulder service. This has been demonstrated by 
the experiences of the cantonments, where men of all 
ranks of life mingle in splendid equality and where 
caste is eliminated. A system based upon the the- 
ory that every man owes a duty to his country, 
which he should pay in part by personal service in 
time of need, is a system which not only secures 
effective assistance but places the burden upon all 
shoulders, without regard to position or weaith. 
Another reason for universal military training Is 
the benefit which will accrue to the young men of the 
nation through physical development. This fact is 
recognized by medical organizations and is demon- 
strated by the changed physical condition of the 
men jin the cantonments, Twenty-nine per cent of 
the men called in the draft were physically unfit. 
If we are to continue virile as a nation we must 
elevate our physical standards, and if we are to be 
a strong thinking, law abiding people we must learn 
the value of self-restraint. ; 
Universal military training will also give to the 
individual a practical demonstration of the value of 
efficiency, the wisdom of economy, and the necessity 
of team work, It ‘vill teach him administrative thor- 
oughness and discipline, and thus elevate to a high 
plane his productiveness. : *

OON after the great war began, 
Prof. Cannon of Boston wrote & 
book on the emotions in the course 
of which he stated that modern 
wars did not stimulate the emotions. 
The soldiers fire at an enemy whom 
they never see and they fight in a@ cold, 
calculating, mathematical way. 

Soon after the battle of the Marne an- 
other physician, this time a surgeon 
with a leaning toward physiology, wrote 
a book entitled “ The Mechanistic Cause 
of War.” In the course of this book he 
described a multitude of happenings in 
connection with that battle, all showing 
that men were driven by emotions in that 
battle to a degree perhaps unequaled in 
history. I- say “perhaps unequaled” 
because little analysis of the fighting 
impulse has been made in previous wars.

The difference between these two opin- 
fons was dye to the fact that one of 
them had not been in this war at that 
time, while the other had been. When it 
came to the basic facts they were 
agreed. Men will endure a certain 
} amount, will fight to a certain degree, as 
the result of higher intellectual processes, 
When it comes to enduriag the almost 
unendurable, to withstanding almost im- 
possible amounts of fatigue, to almost 
superhuman exhibitions of muscular 
strength, the impulse must come from 
the emotions. 

The emotions which tap these reser- 
| voirs of strength are anger, revenge, 
hate, love, fear, the sex impulse, and 
some others. They operate by stimulat- 


|: ing the ductless glands. These pour into 


the blood stream an excess of their se- 
cretions. These secretions furnish a 
superstimulus for certain nerve cells. A 
nerve cell will secrete impulse until its 
stock of stored material is lowered to a 
certain level, whereupon it will stop or, 
at any rate, will slow up. Under the in- 
fluence of certain ductless glands which 
in turn are stimulated by the emotions, 
the nerve cells will continue to draw 
upon their reserve until it is wholly ex- 
hausted.

In the battle of the Marne the French 
troops fought all day and marched all 
night until exhaustion was complete. 
On the last night of the fight the wound- 
ed were found so fast asleep that they 
could be lifted, placed in ambulances, 
hauled several miles, taken to the ope- 
rating room, and operated on without 
regaining consciousness. Autopsies of 
those who died showed that the entire 
reserve stored material in the brain cells 
and adrenal cells had been used up. 

A day or two of sleep and the surviv- 
ors were themselves again. The micro- 
scope shows that brain cella, and adrenal 
cells. are again stored with’granular re- 
serve material—the reservoirs are again 
full, :

The individual is the better for peri- 
odie indulgence in some emotion which 
stimulates him to do greater things. A 
life of e6quanimity, while necessary for 
certain temperaments, does not develop 
the utmost of which the individual is 
capable. In a recent pamphlet, Dr. 
Harry Campbell of London argues that 
the present war has helped the British 
as an individual as much as it has 
helped the community as a group. 
Military training has a beneficial influ- 
ence on both the physical and the 
mental sides. “Its good effect phys- 
ically is shown in the rapid improve- 
ment in the physique of recruits after 
enlistment.” This was easily apparent 
to thOse who see our recrults as they 
march away to training camps and 
again see the same men after the lapse

In consequence, this war carries the 
war methods of Burope back 100 years. 
But the pendulum never swings far in 
one direction without swing! back 
again. This deification of might by the 
Germans has solidified the world against 
her. Austria, Hungary, and Turkey are 
her slaves. 

In the Scandinavian countries the dis- 
trust and fear of her grows daily and 
may yet range them in warfare against 
her. The remainder of the civilized 
world is in open warfare with her. The 
world will see the pendulum swing to- 
ward fraternalism and altruism once 
the menace has been removed. The 
swing will go as far away from the 
inconcetvable, ruthlessness of the Ger- 
man method as the range of the pendu- 
lum will permit of. 

What of the remoter effects of war 
from the Diological standpoint? The 
Germans announce that in the first three 
years of war they had a few more than 
a million soldiers killed. In the same 
length of time they had 3,250,000 civilians 
die from natural causes, assuming the 
death rate to have been normal. They 
announce a death rate from killed in 
battle of about 4 per cent a year. As 
one-tenth of the German population is 
under arms this would mean that the 
deaths due to killed in battle raised the 
general Geath rate per year in Germany 
-4 per cent, or, say, from 16 to 16.4. 
The British death rate from killed in 
battle, g to an offictal state- 
ment 6 at the end of the third year 
of the war was 2.3 per cent per year. 
This would raise the death rate of Great 
Britain, let us say, from 15 to 15.2.

The point ts thatthe death rate of a 
country is not elevated to a menacing 
extent by the death of soldiers in action. 
Were the birth rate to keep up and the 
civilian death rate to keep at a normal 
level a country could stand a severe 
modern war for ten or twenty years 
without suffering a menacing decline in 
the numbers of its population. A long 
war such as the Thirty Years’ war or 
intertribal wars such as those waged 
by the Indians would decimate the popu- 


ly different from those of today. | 

The ultimate effect of war on the qual- 
ity of the popwiation is a more difficult 
matter to determine. I have read David 
Starr Jordan's “Aftermath of War” 
with interest, but without being con-. 
vinced. Dr. Jordan attempts to prove 
that the iImhabitants of two counties, 
one in Virginia and one in Georgia, in- 
clude fewer men of influence and posi- 
tion than they would have had had the 
people of those counties participated less 
valiantly in the civil war. It was impos- 
sible for Dr. Jordan to evaluate the 
many factors that have operated during 
the last fifty years to change the people 
of those counties in their relations to 
each other and to other peopfe,

Grant is somewhat more convincing in 
his “ Passing of a Great Race.” His 
argument is that the Nordic peoples, 
being natural warriors and leaders, are 
unusually prone to be killed off in wars. 
While nations are on a basis of compul- 
sory military service, and all the great 
nations are now on that basis for this 
war, the disproportion of the brave, 
courageous, and warlike killed off is not 
so large. I have often read the state- 
ment that the Napoleonic wars took two 
inches from the stature of the average 
Frenchman. It never seemed to me that 
we had the data on which to decide 
the question one way or the other. It 
does not seem to me that the population

And when we sanely appraise the 
most cried up writer of genteel “s realism matters are not 
conducted much more meer 1s 

Here is a fair sample: “From the very beginning of my 
acquaintance with you, your manners, impressing me with 
the fullest belief of your arrogance, your conceit, and your 
selfish disdain of the feelings of others, were such as to 
form that groundwork of disapprobation on which succeed- 
ing events have built so immovable a dislike, and I had not 
known you a month before I felt that you were the last 
man in the world whom I could ever be prevailed on to 
marry.” It is Miss Austen's most famous novel, most be- 
loved and most “natural” character replying—not by 
means of a stilted letter, but colloquially, under the stress 
of emotion—to a proposal of marriage by the man she 
loves. This is the crisis which in human life a normal 
young woman simply does not meet with any such rhetor- 
fecal architecture . . .

© there really seems small ground for wonder that 
Mr. Daroy observed, “ You have said quite enough, 
madam,” and no cause whatever for surprise that he 
hastily left the room*and was heard to open the front door 
and quit the house. . . . Yet be it°forthwith added, 
Scott and Dickens and Thackeray, and even Miss Austen, 
were in the right, from one or another esthetic standpoint, 
in thus variously editing and revising their contemporaries’ 
unsatisfactory disposition of life. Indeed, upon no plea 
could they be bound to emulate malfeasance. 

Criticism as to the veracity of more recent writers is best 
dismissed with the well merited commendation that nov- 
élists today coritinue rigorously to respect the second com- 
mandment: Meanwhile it may with comparative safety be 
pointed out that no interred writer of widely conceded 
genius has ever displayed, in depicting the average of 
human speech and thought and action and general endow- 
ments, such exactness as would be becoming in an affidavit; 
but rather, when his art touched on these dangerous topics, 
has regarded romantic prevarication as a necessity. The 
truth about ourselves is one truth above all others which 
we are adamantine not to face. And this deterniination 
springs wholly from vanity, but from a profound race 
seride that By such dental we have pte te en ge Set 
deal to gain. 


For, as has been said before, an inveterate Sophocles 
notes clearly that veracity is the one unpardonable sin, 
not merely against art, but against human welfare. 
. » You will observe that the beginnings of fiction 
everywhere, among all races, take with curious unanimity 
the same form. It is always the history of the unlooked 
for achievements and the ultimate very public triumph of 
the ill used youngest son. From the myth of Zeus, third 
son of Chronos, to the third prince of the fairy tale,. there 
is no exception. — 

Everywhere it is to the senpiese weakling that romance 
accords the final and very public victory. For in the life 
battie for existence it was of course the men of puniest 
build who first developed mental ability, since hardier com- 
peers, who took with bloodied hands that which they 
wanted, had no especial need of less reliable makeshifts, 
and everywhere this weakling, quite naturally, afforded 
himself in imagination what the force of circumstances de- 


nied him in fact, Competent persons, then as now, had |. 


neither the time nor ability for literature. 

By and by a staggering stroke of genius improved the 
tale by adding the handicap .of sex weakness, and Cinder- 
ella (whom romance begot and deified as Psyche) straight- 
way led captive every dreamer’s hitherto unvoiced desire.

nately!—been justified by the turn of events. The 

strike In Germany, despite fits size, did not become 
general, and, above all. it failed. Not the slightest conces- 
sion was made to the striking workingmen. As a matter 
of fact, the military party made use of this highly welcome 
pretext to exact a teprible toll among unpopular elements. 
By the hundred the leaders and trusted men of the work- 
ingmen and the independent Social Democrats were im- 
prisoned and additional thousands were apparently sent 
to the barracks and trenches. Perhaps there were tens of 
thousands. It is naturally not only difficult but virtually 
impossible to learn the truth of the matter. 


The Reaction counts it one of the chief gains made that 
it has rendered the valiant deputy Dittmann “ innocuous.” 
He was particularly obnoxious to ft. Once before it had 
made the attempt to get rid of him. It was tn the fall of 
last year when the conspiracy discovered in the, navy— 
concerning the extent and dangerousness of which no 
details are obtainable—ied to the attempt of the Miniter 
of Navy von Capelle to fnvolve the leaders of the inde- 
pendent Social Democrats, Deputies Dittmann, Haase, and 
Ledebour. The consequences of. Cappelle’s unsuccessful 
attempt were restricted to the fall of a chancellor, the re 
placing of Michaelis of open annexationist tendencies by 
Count Hertling, whose annexationist tendencies are half 
open, half concealed, in brief, as I have pointed out, to a 
change of scenery. He actually remained in office and 
instituted terrible persecutions in the navy. It seems that 
one of the victims of these persecutions was Capt. Paasche, 
the son of the well known National Liberal leader and 
vice president of the reichstag, Dr, Paasche, and husband 
of a niece of Maximilian Harden. 


Dittmann was especially obnoxious to the Reaction be- 
cause he has risen from the laboring class and has had 
much more intimate relations with it than even the brave 
Liebknecht, who will soon have passed two full mournful 
years behind prison walls. But it must not be believed 
that the Reaction goes no further than the Independent 
Social Democrats. The tiger has tasted blood ant the 
white terror is celebrating its orgies. In the most dis- 
gusting manner the youths on the editorial staffs of the 
Pan-German papers, who have been exempted from mili- 
tary service, vilify and malign the valiant champion of 
the proletariat who has been condemned to five years 
hard labor. They would like to send the leaders of the 
majority, Scheidemann and Ebert, to join him. 

It aid not help these two leaders to maintain a very 
equivocal attitude during the strike. They are and will 
always remain “suspected suspects” and apparently. the 
Pan-Germans are aiming to shatter the majority faction 
of July 19 and deplace it with a middle class, anti-Social- 
istic, annexationist group extending from the Conserva- 
tives to the Progressives. The Pan-Germans are counting 
on the fact—and their calculation has much in its favor— 
that they, as the resolute, strong, and determined. mem- 
bers of this group, will vanquish the frresolute, weak, and 
aimless members and will thus convert the entire German 
middle class to their annexationist program.

The speech which William of Hohenzollern held at

And a good deal 
happened at that—at least, if’ we measure it by the German 
scale. It was by no means only in Meabit, the restless 
northwestern quarter of Berlin, but also in Alexander 
place (in the center), at the Sileslam gate, at the Copnick 
bridge (in the southwest) that there were sharp and bloody 
encounters with the police. And, even more, for the first 
time since 1848, the attempt was at least made in Berlin 
to erect barricades. That is all a very good beginning. 
And nothing could serve better to pour oil into the fire 
than if the Pan-Germans were to carry the day, shatter 
the faction of July 19, bury the Prussian election reforms 
in committee, téar the right of combination and assembly 
out by the roots, and send Ebert and Scheidemann to joi 
Dittmann and Liebknecht in prison.

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recent outbreak of pneumonic plague in North 

pe bee news of which has been filtering 

over the cables from the far east, is a recurrence of 

the gréat plague that swept Manchuria in the winter of 

1910-11 and cost some 50,000 lives. It was pneumonic 

plague then and it is pneumonic now—not bubonic. 

for pneumonic plague alone, perhaps, among the terrible 

scourges of humanity, science knows practically no allevia- 
tive measures. 

The Siberian marmot, a small edition of our” familiar 
woodchuck, is believed to have been the cause of this great 
plague. Up in the Siberian wilderness northwest of Man- 
churia it abounds and is extensively hunted. The fur 
trappers, aware that the marmot was sometimes victim of 
a mysterious. epidemic, had a tacit understanding not to 
touch the dead animals for fear of infection. However, the 
disease committed havoc in the breeding places of the 
martnot in the summer of 1910, and more than one trapper, 
faced with a poor harvest, overrode his scruples and gar- 
nered the pelts of the dead and dying animals. The sum- 
mer melted into the fall, and with the first snap of winter 
in the air the trappers began their homeward trek. 

Toward the end of October there were several cases of 


at Manchoulie, the frontier town on the Siberian border. 
On Nov. 8 a clear case of pneumonic plague was found at 
Harbin. Had Russia been given a free hand she might con- 
cetvably have stemmed the plague at its outset. The com- 
plicated system of local government, however, played into 
the hands of the epidemic. 

‘Harbin consists of three sections. The new, or Russian, 
town is an administrative quarter populated almost exclu- 
sively by the civil and military officials and better class 
shopkeepers. The Preestan, or old town, including a couple 
of miles of river front and the chief shopping streets, is 
populated by Russian traders and storekeepers and thrice 
their number of Chinese. Fu Chia Tien, the q of the 
poor Chinese and a suburb of the city, is inhabited entirely 
by low class Manchus and Chinese. Russian treaty obliga- 
tions with China regarding the lease of the Trans-Siberian 
railroad zone between Manchoulle and the hinterland of 
Viadivestok gave her the right to erect a city at Harbin. 
The ‘Russians have a governor there and the Chinese have 
their taotail, or chief magistrate. 

¢* 

N the early days Of the plague both Chinese and Russian 

officialdom found themselves in close accord. The Rus- 

sian authorities received orders to belittle the outbreak 
and hush up its ravages lest Burope take fright and boy- 
cott the Trans-Siberian route to the Pacific. ._The Chinese 
authorities, too, did the same from a no less mercenary 
motive. 

On Nov. $ this clear case of plague was diagnosed. Others 
followed, first by the dozen, then by the score. Every 
victim died. Winter had now set In and the ground was 
frozen as hard as rock. 

The 
Chinese refused. They forbade, moreover, the uge of dyna- 
mite to blast dead pits.

Sanitary measures were devised; special 
plague police and corps of stretcher bearers were organized. 
The Russian authorities supplied 160 box cars on a railroad 
siding and kept them filled with “contacts.” Disinfecting 
stations and laboratories were created. Still it was not 
until Jan. 14 that effective measures had been instituted,

A Valve Grinding Hint. 


In cases where a badly pitted valve 
requires grinding there is a short cut. 
Cut a piece of emery cloth in dimen- 
sions a little bit wider than the valve 
seating and twice as long and then 
double it over so that both surfaces 
are cutting surfaces. Next cut a hole 
in the cloth so that the valve stem 
may be passed through and the emery 
cloth brought close up against the 
valve head.
